Dual-purpose seed-treat- 
ment chemicals (Leytosan G, Mer- 
gamma C, Merlane and others), 
which contain both a fungicide 
(mercury) and an insecticide (Lin- 
dane or Aldrin), are recommended 
where wireworms as well as smut 
are to be controlled. 
«Treat Properly. Improper or 
careless application can ruin the 
effectiveness of any seed disinfect- 
ant. Thorough and uniform mixing 
of chemical and seed is essential 
for best results. Time of treat- 
ment is also important. Seed of 
oats and barley, for instance, should 
be treated at least one week in 
advance of seeding; wheat and flax 
at least 24 hours before sowing. 
Most seed-treatment chemicals are 
poisonous. Guard against inhaling 
dust and fumes. Wear a mask. 
Follow carefully the directions and 
precautions of the manufacturer. 
As seed treated with mercury is 
poisonous, heavy penalties are at- 
tached to the delivery of treated 
grain at a licensed elevator.

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Judge suggests 
marital subsidy 
and baby bonus 


Magistrate Kenneth M. Langdon 
of Oakville, Ont., has suggested 
government subsidies of from 
$3,000 to $5,000 to young people 
who want to get married but can’t 
because of financial difficulties, 

The magistrate, a judge of the 
juvenile and family courts for 
Halton County, told the Oakville- 
Trafalgar-Bronte Family Service 
Bureau the subsidies could be 
made through chartered banks. 
They could be repaid at low in- 
terest rate as soon as the husband 
reached full earning power. 

Couples expecting a baby, he 
suggested should be given a $100- 
a-month bonus after satisfying a 
means-test requirement. That 
would enable mothers to stay home 
and look after their families.

Young couples contemplating 
marriage should be required to 
take an orientation test which 
would indicate whether they are 
ready to accept the responsibilities

U.K. Health 
Service is 
levelling out © 


General practitioners in Bri- 
tain are seeing more patients 
than before the start of the 
National Health Service and 
generally are doing more 
work for their patients. The 
distribution of doctors over 
the country as a whole has 
improved and a more reason- 
able balance has been struck 
between ‘'over-doctored’’ and 
“under-doctored”’ areas. 

These are some of the facts 
brought out in the report, pub- 
lished in London recently, of the 
committee of five, set up under 
the chairmanship of Cambridge 
economist C. W. Guillebaud to in- 
quire into the working of Britain's 
National Health Service. 

After two and a half/years’ con- 
sideration of the cost, efficiency 
and future of the Health Service, 
the committee found them to be 
working satisfactorily. 

“We are strongly of the opinion 
that it would be altogether pre- 
mature at the present time to pro- 
pose any fundamental change in 
the structure of the National 
Health Service,” says the report. 

The Guillebaud committee's in- 
dependent report, coming seven 
and a half years after the incep- 
tion of the National Health 
scheme, states conclusively that 
there has been no lowering of ser- 
vice to patients by doctors in this 
period. The committee declares: 

“What is most needed at the 
present time is the prospect of a 
period of stability in order that 
all the various authorities and rep- 
resentative bodies can think and 
plan ahead with the knowledge 
that they will be building on firm 
foundations.” 

The report states: 

“Any charge that there has been 
widespread extravagance in the 
National Health Service, whether 
in respect of the spending of 
money or the use of manpower is 
not borne out by our evidence.” 
Particularly significant is the fact 
that, allowing for a rise of nearly 
two percent in population and for 
changes in its age structure, the 
cost per head at constant prices 
‘was almost exactly the same for 
the 1053-54 period as for 1949-50. 

Expressed as a proportion of the 
total national resources, the cost 
of the National Health Service 
(£430.5 million) in 1953-54 was 
8,25 percent as compared with 3.75 
percent in 1949-50, Fluctuations in 
costs over the coming years will 
depend upon many factors: levels 
of wages and prices, changes in 
medical techniques and incidence 
of disease, population changes and 
other social factors.

Man’s best friend getting full 
share modern medical benefits 


The next time you feel the need 
for sympathy, don’t complain that 
you're living a dog’s life, It might 
be better than your own, states a 
story by Watson Sims of Associat- 
ed Press, . 

A dog’s life, canine specialists 
agree, is getting better and longer 
all the time. Man’s best friend is 
getting a full share of the benefits 
modern civilization has brought to 
man himself. 

His life expectancy is up by 
about 50 percent. Vaccines and 
antibiotics have all but eliminated 
many of his diseases, and eased 
the effects of many once fatal in- 
fections, 

New techniques in stlrgery are 
‘being applied on his behalf. He is 
getting better food and, on the 
whole, receiving hetter care both 
in sickness and in héalth, 

But not all of these blessings 
are unmixed. Like man, the dog 
is riinning into certain penalties 
that come with longer life. More 
and more, he is suffering ailments 
normally associated with old age. 
And because he is living longer, 
his numbers are increasing far be- 
yond the demand for dogs, 
Longer life expectancy 

Dr. Hadley Stephenson, profes- 
sor of veterinary medicine at Cor- 
nell University, said recently the 
average life expectancy for a dog 
now is about 12 years, 

“Many live longer than that,” 
Dr. Stephenson told the Oklahoma 
Veterinary Medical jAssociation, 
“There are 500 dogs in the country 
that I know which are 17 years 
old. The average dog used to live 
to be about seven or eight,” 


Similar reports come from three 
veteran specialists at the recent 
Westniinster Kennél Club show in 
New York. They are Drs. C. P. 
Zepp, Louis Corwin and James 
Skelton, each of whom has prac- 
tised veterinary medicine since 
1919, 


Dr. Zepp recalled that distemper | { 


was once a factor in nearly a third 
of all dog deaths. Now a vaccine 
has all but wiped out distemper, 
which in itself is rarely fatal but 
weakens the animal and makes it 
prey to viruses and other serious 
infections. The infections them- 


selves are being combatted effec- f 


tively with penicillin and other 
antibiotics, 

The three veterinarians agreed 
that probably the chief causes of 
dog deaths today are glandular 
ailments and other malfunctions 
that come with advanced age. 

At Iowa State College, Dr. Hugh 
Simpson has specialized in an op- 
eration to restore the vision of 
dogs afflicted by cataracts, Since 
December, 1954, Dr. Simpson has 
performed 85 such operations, 
most of them successful, 


Elimination of 
back alleys, 


is new trend 


The trend is to dispense with 
alleys in new subdivisions, accord- 
ing to the American Society of 
Planning Officials, 

Alleys. have been criticized as 
health hazards and as the cause 
of needless expense, the society 
said, . 

At least nine cities have writ- 
ten new * subdivision regulations 
prohibiting alleys and providing 
easements instead, a check show- 
ed, 

Some cities, including Detroit, 
Mich,, are encouraging property 
owners in older districts to elimi- 
nate alleys and are advising them 
on how to do it. 

The society said most argu- 
ments ugainst alleys stress that 
they are expensive and a nuisance 
to maintain, More often than not 
they are littered with trash and 
garbage and make excellent breed- 
ing places for rats,
